ho to^ht : of the chaiyge in the Kremlin. He. aaid^ that he considered the changes for the 
better, but said that Xhruschev visited Czechoslovakia not to long ago, and. that there is 
much emotional- attachment to Khruschev, and he cannot say what tho people-will think of 
the changes. During tlve corcv-ersation,. A. seeaaed.not at ease with the presence of M* I 
asked- A. how come he came to the;U.S. to.rstady, he said that ho wanted to; study In the 
USSR, but' was not accepted, he commented that It was easier to study in the' U.S. than in 
the USSR* M« •' asked me why the Russian institute in Columbia University, is called the . 
Russian Institute, and not the Institute for Soviet Union Studies. I told . him that I 
dont know, I said that it is the main fault; in the USSR that because of the policy of 
drawing together of nations, which is another name fof Russification, suoh mistakes are 
made. I said that if the USSR tried to convince the west that.it a is a Xfeion, anr | nojt say 
that if -is Rus sia^, • t he mi scone 6ptio<^^h’ v^hfd chailge . M. started to argue that the fault 
lies in the west, and the USSR cannot change this situation, I said tfc-at tho deliberate ; 
policy, of Russification in the Ukraine is; very evident, I mentioned the fact that in the 
bigger cities, there are newspapers in I^sian and. Ukrainian, an,-d that usually the cir- 
culation of th^e Russian paper is greater* M* did not answer this, he said,; that the Russisi 
language is the language that unites all. the republics into a Soviet Union, and that it is 
very practical to be able to go to ^eMa/ : ^for a Russian ■ and to be able to understand • 
other people. I said that this does hot excuse the policy of Russification* 'i At this point 
we finished eating and went upstairs Ih thre .lo'fcy. I promised M. that I would find him 
some good books on labor, and - a few, booklets; and/gi^ve them to him soon, he was very pleaSl 
ed and w;a parted. 
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
